INSTEAD OF SUBWAY 


On Jasper Would Be More Sat- 
istactory in Opinion ot the 
City Commissioners 


It has been ascertained that the pro- 
file plan originally obtained by the 
Canadian Paciie railway engineers of 
the right of way from the mgh level 
bridge location, north between Ninth 


and ‘enth street to Jasper avenue, 
was a mistaken one, and = in conse- 
quence of the mistake made in the 


drafting of the plans, changes in the 
grade of considerable importance will 
pe involved, 

The protile, it is understood was ob- 
tained by the C.V.R. from the land re- 
gistry office, and it was while they 
were engaged in boulevaraing on Me- 
Kay avenue last year, that the.city eu- 
gineer'’s department discovered the 
mistake. 

The grade on McKay avenue in the 
original plan of the C.P.R. would al- 
iow of a5 per cent road grade on the 
avenue at the approach to the propos- 
ed bridge. It is now discovered thit 
the best road grade obtainable will be 
eight per cent. 

To meet the difficulty, the city en- 
gineer proposes that the level of the 
tracks should be twelve feet lower 
than at first proposed, to allow of the 
construction of an overhead bridge on 
Jasper avenue. A conference on the 
subject was held in the commission- 
ers office this morning, and the mat- 
ter was.refrred to Engineer Latornell 
and Commissioner Bouillon, to take 
ap with the C.P.R. engineer, with a 
view to the revision of the plans. 

If the original plans are adopted, 
they will involve the construction on 
McKay avenue of an overhead bridge 
approached by a heavy grade, while 
on Jasper avenue the subway ap- 
proach will involve a heavy gradiest.

COMMENCES AT 
THE WRONG END © quesiion has been one which has put the 
cart before the horse, turned the whole 
thing back-end foremost and commenced at the place where the| 
finish should have been. 

Edmonton, up to date, has been a municipal ownership town. 
The system has been satisfactory as far as the city has gone, and no 
ratepayer will claim that the utilities have cost him anything in in- 
creased taxes, so far, while every patron will be willing to admit that 
he has been benefitted by cheap service. 

The city has one of the finest telephone services on the “i 
American continent, at a rate which makes the charge in other cities 
look like highway robbery. 

The city has an electric plant which is giving a comparatively 
good service and which has never yet left the city in total darkness 
in the middle of winter, as did the plants of Winnipeg and Minne- 
apolis within the past month. Electric light rates are cheaper in 
Edmonton than in any other steam-using city of the same size in 
America, and will be cheaper yet as the service increases in capacity. 

The city has a street railway system on the first two years’ op- 
eration of which a scrupulously-careful auditor could not find more 
than a $39,000 deficit, an amount which may be wiped out by sur- 
pluses this year, whereas private interests who at one time undertook 
to build a street railway in Edmonton, advanced the claim that the 
enterprise would be operated at a loss for ten years at least. No 
one will claim that the geography of Edmonton and Strathcona is 
ideal for the operation of a street railway system, but no one can 
honestly dispute that this small deficit item is the only debit charge- 
able against a franchise saved to the city which is worth a million 
dollars if it is worth a cent, and which any private utility corporation 


would commence by capitalizing at least that price before it had 
Jaid a rail. 


With this experience to guide it, the city council should not un- 
dertake to stampede the ratepayers into granting a private corpora- 
tion a gas franchise before first getting positive information that 
the gas business is not a business which the city can afford to take 
up. 

The proper, logical, and sensible course for the city council to 
have pursued under the circumstances was: ... .... ... ...5 oe. 

First: Learn what a gas plant would cost, get data on the cost 
of operation and the approximate price of gas providing the city 
went into the business, and learn the reasons, if any, why the city 
could not make an unqualified success of the enterprise. 

Second: Submit a bylaw to the ratepayers providing for a bond 
issue to build a municipal gas plant. 

Should the bylaw carry, the council would have a mandate to 
proceed with the installation of a municipal gas plant. 

Should the bylaw fail to carry, the city council would be justified 
in accepting the vote against municipal ownership of gas, and would 


be, in effect, instructed to enter into negotiations with the Interna- 
tional of Cleveland, or any other company competent to make gas, 


the agreement consummated with such company coming before the | 
raepayers last instead of first. 

The city council has no more right to enter without erated 
into negotiations for the transfer of a gas franchise to a private com- 
pany than it has to. enter into negotiations with MacKenzie & 
Mann, or some other private company, for the sale of the electric 
light plant or the street railway. The fact that the gas franchise 
is not working has nothing whatever to do with the matter, ee 


gas franchise belongs to the city just as much when it is not being 
used as the electric franchises do when they-are being used, and the 


ratepayers who own the gas franchise have a right to first say 
whether they want to use it themselves or not, before being asked for} 
an opinion on the terms upon which it is to be given away. 

The fact of the matter is that the city council has commenced 
at the wrong end.

2,100 subscribers. ‘he system of the 
Saskatchewan Telegraph company 
was also purchased at the same time. 
It included 280 pole miles, 695 wire 
miles, and 1,050 subscribers, 

Phe policy of Saskatchewan varied 
considerably from both Alberta and 
Manitoba, particvlarly as rural 
lines. The long distance lines are all 
builk and owned by the Government. 
An act was passed giving the cities, 
towns, villages, and rural municipati- 
ties the right to construct and operate 
telephone systems. “This act has not 
been taken advantage of to any extent 
on account of the paid organization of 
rural,companies by local capital. As 
for the urban manicipalities, they are 
leaving the local exchanges to the 
Government, and those already own- 
ing their lines are showing a dispo- 
sition to sell to the Government.

A practical problem is the question 
of rates. In Alberta, when the system 
was taken from the Bell Com- 

iny, the rates for exchanges of 200 
sepetees was $30 for business tele- 
phones and $20 for private service. 
This has been reduced to $24 and $15, 
respectively. In the larger centres 
no reduction was made for business 
phones, but the cost of private phones 
was reduced form $25 to $20,

In Manitoba the rates on rural lines 
were reduced from $24 to $20. For 
business phones in the larger centres 
the old Bell rate of $50 still obtains, 
but the rates for private phones have 
These 
reductions were made at the end of 
the first year of Government oper- 
ation, This year there were no chan- 
ges in the rates. 


The Bell rates in Saskatchewan, 
which were from $24 to $35 for Dusi- 
ness phones and $18 to $25 for pri- 
rate phones, have been maintained on 
all lines but those operated by the 
rural companies. The rural rates 
range from $12 to $20, 


While there are many criticisms of 
the Governments of the various prov- 
inces in their operation of the sys- 
tems, it is safe to say a vote as to the 
retention of Government ownership 
or a return to the old system would 
be almost unanimous for the present 
plan. Government ownership has been 
particularly beneficial to the rural and 
agricultural communities, and by the 
forward policy of construction of 
long distance lines has linked up the 
business world of the West. It is 
still an evperiment, ‘but an exper- 
ment highly succssful and well worth 
watching,

mal and reasonable. People fall into 
strange habits with regard to food, and 
if such babits lead to an ill balanced 
diet they should be corrected. For ex- 
ample, milk, eggs and beefsteak all 
consumed at the same meal show a 
lack of the sense of proportion as well 
as of food values. A variety of foods 
all of the same class indicates lack of 
resource and ingenuity on the part of 
the housewife or steward and may 
lead to much digestive trouble, not to 
speak of graver ills, and ruined dispo- 
sitions, 

Food for each meal, therefore, should 
be selected with a due regard to its 
palatability, digestibility and nourish 
ing properties. Remember that a 
steady diet must contain proteids. 
carbohydrates (sugars, starches) and 
fats; also minerals. Milk contains al! 
of these elements and taken in sufll- 
cient quantity will support life, but it 
{s not a very desirable food for the 
healtby adult who can eat o mixed 
diet. Meat, poultry, game. fish and 
the leguminous vegetables (peas, beans, 
lentils, ete.) are ricb In proteid. Po 
tntoes, cereals und many vegetables 
contain carbohydrates. Fats are sup 
plied by butter, fut of meat, lard, etc 
The various minerals required are 
found In the food constituting a mised 
dict, and in addition common salt 
(which is not a salt, by the way. but 
a compound of sudium and chlorine 
is taken freely for seasoning purposes 

Right bere it may be stated that salt 
{is usually tuken in excess. One easily 
falls into the habit of taking a little 
more salt until ordinary and proper 
quantities fail to uckle the palate. In 
cases of chronic disease a salt free 
diet ts often beneficial, and it is prob- 
able that most of us eat far more salt 
than is good for us. 

An effort should be made to combine 
all of the elements abeve mentioned 
in the daily dietary, varying the bill 
of fare so that ench meal mar pos 
SusSS sotne attraction of novelty aud 
provide a norma stimulus te digestion 
According to one authority the rathe 
of nitrogen to curbon should be us t 
to 15.

Fresh Food the Safest. 

Some familles insult their wonderful 
digestive mechanism with a steady 
diet of delicatessen atrocities or inbe: 
tritious canned foods when a little 
tore energy and ingenuity would en- 
able them to secure a meal of fresh, 
nutritious and appetizing food. The 
tendency to run to the pantry for a 
can of sardines or salmon, instead of 
cooking a chop or fresh @sh or pro- 
viding nutritious cold meats or salads, 
is respousible for a certain amount of 
American dyspepsia, 

Some one tus said that “a chating 
dish Is a frying pun that has got into 
good society.” We boldly malntain 
that the frying pan has no business in 
good society. 

Greasy fried foods will continue to 
“upset" the digestion of countless 
Americans until natural selection has 
eliminated the frying pan users. “Out 
of the frying pan into the tire’ Is a 
good axiom. The food prepsted in the 
frying pan would better go Into the 
fire than Into our stomachs, where it is 
very likely to set up a fire in the shape 
of acute or chronic indigestion. If yes 
must fry, make it a “dry” fry. Not 
only Is it dificult for the gastric juice, 
to penetrate and act upon food that 3: 
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thickly coated with grease, but an ex 
cess of fut spread out over the Aning 
f the stomach retards the secereuion of 
vastric Juice.

Value of Drugs. 

This pot to say that drugs arc 
usmess. No one who has. practiced 
medicine and seen the “grim reaper" 
foiled and driven off by the skillful use 
of potent drugs can truthfully deny 
their enormotis Value to bumuanoity 
when wisely employed. But the key- 
note of modern medicine is “preven 
tion rather tana cure.” 

It is a splendid thing to drag a man 
back from the Jaws of death by retas 
ing the strained arteries with nitro- 
giycerin or steadying the weakened 
and failing beart with stvophapthus or 
digitalis, but it is a far bigger and 
better thing so to advise and guide 
sour patient in bis daily life that he 
shall retain a sound beart and elasde 
arteries until a ripe old age und never 
need your “heroic remedies.” 

Conceding that water 4s one of the 
great necessities of life and a powerful 
agent for good or tlk a few moments 
attention to its constitution and quill 
thes nre worth while. 

Water is a compound of two atoms 
of bydrogen with one atom of oxygen, 
indiexted by the formula H,O. This 
is not n mere mixture of gases, as in 
the case of air, but a detinite chemical 
compound. i 

Distitied water Is, of course, chemi 
cally pure, but ft is rather tat and 
unpatatable. It bas been claimed that 
distitied water is not u healthy bev: 
erage owing to its great solvent prop: 
erties, but its use among large bodies 
of men in the navy witbout il effect 
would indicate that) this bellet ts 
groundless. Possibly the drating of 
very lirge quantities of distilcd water 
might impoverish tbe system. put as 
between distilled water and tmpure 
witer contuminuted by disease germs

The Ideal System. 

A far better plan is to install a “sur 
face irrigation” system These 
tems devised by the lite Colonel War 
ins of New York provide for a dis 
posal of the house waste and sewage 
through « house drain to u tank of 
reservoir, Which automanically empties 
Its accumulated contents by siphonuge 
into a series of pipes, which distriture 
the material directly on the surface 
of the soil in some fleld stepi 
from tbe bouse. An area of one-tenth 
of an-acre will receive and care for the 
waste of a household of twelve per 
sons. This waste when delivered te 
the field is an inoffensive milky mix 
ture, which the bacterial and chemicas 
agencies in the surface soil soon dis 
pose of if a proper interval ts allowed 

The cesspool, like all devices that 
necumulate sewage and allow it 
decompose, may be a focus of disease 
distribution.

CENTURY-OLD 


TRAGEDY HAS BEEN RECALLED—NA- 


POLEON’S AGENTS SUSPECTED OF BRITISH EMIS- 
SARY’S VIOLENT END—DISCOVERY OF SKELETON 


London, Jan. 18 —A great historical 
mystery—the disappearance a century 
ago of a young English diplomatist 
under circumstamees Which read dike a 
Stanley Weyman romance—has been 
recalled by the discovery of a human 
skeleton a faw days ago in the Quir- 
zow forest, near Perleberg, in North 
Germuny. 

The diplomatist, Mr. Benjamin Bat- 
hurse (who was a son of Henry Bat- 
Wurst, Bishop of Norwich,) vanished 
at Perleberg, ain Nov, 25, 1809, at a 
time when he was engaged on a sec- 
ret mission, involving personal dan-

He had approached 
Vienna from the sou, accompanied 
by a friend and a serving-man, and 
after many adventures on the public 
post-roads, had reached Perleberg in 
a private diligence, with a number of 
important dispatches in his keeping. 
Perieberg, it should be stated, is a 
smal ltowh lying on the post-road be- 
tween Berlin and Hamburg. 

The young diplomatist was traveling 
under an assumed name, that of Koch, 
as also was his friend who passed as 
Fishaher. Ty is related that immedi- 
ately on entering the inn Koch or- 
dered supper. He had wndoubtedly 
the bearing of a gentleman of quality 
and his dignified demeanor and appar- 
ent wealth impressed the ostler and 
serving maids at the inn. He sat down 
very calmly to his supper, ate hearti- 
ly of broiled turkey and drank the 
best part of o bottle of claret.

pressed in a letter, couched in tones 
of complaint which he received from 
Canning, ‘Lhe third was that Schmidt,

Suspicion as to the complicity of 
Napoleon's agents was further arous- 
ed by the fact that the ‘Count i'Es- 
tnlignes a spy in London, who seems 
vo have been in the pay of the British 
government, as also that iof Napoleon 
and Russia, soon after suggesting to 
IMrs. Bathurst, that he could clear up 
the whole mystery, was summarily as- 
sassinuted at Twickenham, He had, 
prior ¢o his death, told Mrs. Bavaurst 
‘a circumstantial story of Bathurst's 
disappearance in Magdeburg fortress, 
which enedd with the assurance that 
she “might put on widow's weeds” 
because her husband was certainly 
dead.
